Kamal Khera is the Liberal Party candidate 
for Brampton West. Having represented the rid- 
ing since 2015, Khera has held a diverse set of po- 
sitions in Government and was most recently 
appointed as the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister of International Development. 

She has also served as the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister of Health (2015-2016), Min- 
ister of National Revenue (2016-2017), and 
Minister of International Development (2017- 
present), and served on numerous Standing Com- 
mittees in Parliament including Health, Finance, 
Foreign Affairs, and Special Joint Committee on 
Physician-Assisted Dying. Currently, she serves 
as a member of the Standing Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety and National Security. 

A Registered Nurse by trade, community volun- 
teer and a political activist - Kamal says she is 
passionate about improving the lives of those 
around her and she is committed to being a 
strong voice for all residents in Brampton West. 


Jermaine Chambers is a Conservative Can- 
didate from Brampton West, and a financial pro- 
fessional having spent over 13 years working with 
three of Canada’s top five banks. 

Today, he operates a mortgage business helping 
Canadians with the dream of home ownership. 
Chambers is very active and engaged in the 
Brampton Community supporting seniors’ 
groups, mental health and community develop- 
ment. 

Chambers states that he is running to build 
Brampton West better, creating jobs, helping 
businesses and residents to recover. 


Rahul Samuel is the People's Party of Canada 
Candidate for Brampton West. He is Chief Oper- 
ating Officer of Orion Security and PSW Services. 
Together with his father, he operates a 25-year 
old security and healthcare provider business in 
Brampton West. 

Samuel provided answers to questions posed by 
Peel Weekly News in an email earlier this month: 

Past political experience: Although I don't have 
any direct political experience, I do come from a 
family of political leaders. My great grandfather, 
Mr. SP Singha, was a Pakistani politician who 
served as the speaker at the British Punjab as- 
sembly. 

Vaccination: As I work with Peel clients, I have 
been vaccinated against COVID-19. While it is 
necessary to protect us, I support it. However, I 
believe it should be an option and not a mandated 
rule or law. 

If elected, I promise to... help Brampton West 
as well as the Punjabi community reach new 
heights. I will assist them in the integration 
process, as well as helping them adapt to Cana- 
dian society and culture. My language foundation 
will provide them with tools and help them learn 
the language. We will also fund Brampton West 
to assist them in this process. 

I will provide Brampton West with the tools it 
needs to get jobs and help the city grow. I will 
(also) be an impartial leader with strong connec- 
tions to the Punjabi, Hindu, and Muslim commu- 
nities. 


Neha Grewal is the Green Party of Canada 
candidate for Brampton West. Grewal did not 
provide a response to questions posed by Peel 
Weekly News, as of press time.

Ramandeep Brar is the Conservative 
Party of Canada Candidate from Brampton 
South. 

Brar has been the owner of a commercial 
transport business for the last 15 years and 
received a PhD in Food Science and Technol- 
ogy in 2001. He has lived in Brampton South 
for the past 18 years, and ran as the Conser- 
vative Party’s candidate in Brampton South 
during the 2019 federal election. 

When asked what changes he would bring 
to Brampton South, he pledged to, “Make re- 
sources available to help small to medium 
scale businesses maximize their potential; 
build one million homes in the next three 
years; boost funding to the provinces for 
mental health care; and pass appropriate 
crime related legislations to enhance the po- 
lice force to help reduce the rising crime rate 
in Brampton.” 


Sonia Sidhu is the Liberal Candidate for 
Brampton South. She has served as the MP 
for the area from 2015-2021. 

As a Liberal MP for the past six years, she 
has successfully passed a private member’s 
bill to establish a national framework for di- 
abetes in Canada, served on the Standing 
Committee on Health and as a vice-chair of 
the Status of Women committee in the House 
of Commons.

women, racialized communities and more. 

If elected, she pledges to... “Continue deliv- 
ering for Brampton’s fair share to support in- 
creased benefits for seniors, affordable 
childcare, programs to help businesses thrive, 
and new well-paying jobs for Bramptonians. 
I also pledge to work on establishing the Na- 
tional Framework for Diabetes now that my 
private member's bill is a law in Canada.” 


Tejinder Singh-Dabb was officially con- 
firmed as the NDP candidate in Brampton 
South at a recent virtual meeting. 

"It is an honor to be able to represent 
Brampton,” said Singh-Dabb indicating that 
there is much she wants to do for the people 
of Brampton. 

Singh-Dabb has been a Brampton resident 
her entire life, and has raised three children 
in the riding with her husband, Mangaljit. 
She says she is concerned that the housing 
market is not affordable for many working 
families. "People living in Brampton have 
faced many difficult challenges over the last 
few months. There will be more once the 
COVID-19 pandemic has ended,” Singh-Dabb 
said, "I promise that I will fight to support the 
people who most need it." 


Nicholas Craniotis is the People’s Party 
of Canada candidate for Brampton South. He 
is a Civil Engineering Project Manager with 
roots in the Churchville Village community.

formed choice. 

To help voters 
make the decision, 
MIRANET mem- 
bers, affiliated 
groups and volun- 
teers came up with 
the following press- 
ing questions/con- 
cerns after 
thoughtful discus- 
sion. They are 
listed below in no 
particular order. 

These questions 
are being sent out 


to all the candi- 
dates in ridings in 
the City of Missis- 
sauga. 

Responses to 
these questions will 
be collated and dis- 
played on the MI- 
RANET website, 
(miranet.ca), Twit- 
ter profile 
(twitter.com/mi- 
ranet_network) 
and Instagram (in- 
stagram.com/mi- 
ranetinfo) 
accounts. 

MIRANET hopes 
the responses will 
help Mississauga 
voters make a 
thoughtful decision 
on who they want 
to best represent 
them. 

1) Climate Change 
— Will National ini- 
tiatives be suffi- 
cient to meet the 
2030 climate ac- 
cord standards? 
What will your 
party do to reduce 
reliance upon a car- 
bon economy? 

2) Economy — 
Municipalities are 
struggling finan- 
cially and are in- 
creasingly reliant

Pardon the language, 
but I’m pissed. 

I’m angry that many 
people don’t seem to 
care about the federal 
election on Sep. 20. 

I’m not seeing any 
meaningful discussions 
are happening out there 
in public, and even so- 
cial media appears qui- 
eter than usual. 

This election involves 
issues that will impact 
hundreds of thousands 
of people throughout 
this country — and 
there seems to be no 
meaningful dialogue 
about it in the wider 
public. 

The facts are that each 
leader of his or her 
party wants to. get 
elected and they will 
say what it takes to do 
it. 

This is where we come 
in. We, the public are 
the ones who say “yay” 
or “nay” with our vote. 

Don’t forget that we 
are still very much in a 
pandemic, and have 


known only one federal 
government that has 
taken us through this. 

Has Justin Trudeau 
done a good job or not?

Trudeau think he was 
ready to improve num- 
bers that were going 
down? 

It would appear there 
was very little appetite 
for this snap election, 
with the other parties 
willing to wait the full 
four years till 2024. But 
after being thrown into 
an election, they now 
are in full swing and 
may come out on top. 

The Conservatives 
under Erin O’Toole 
have put together a 
platform that spells out 
their plan for Canada, 
while the NDP are the 
one party that lost a fair 
amount of seats in 
2019. 

A victory for the NDP 


will be to get those 
seats back this time 
around. 

In 2019, on a percent- 
age basis, the Bloc Que- 
becois did the best, 
with a 300 per cent in- 
crease in seats from 10 
to 32. 

As always, Canada isa 
two horse race between 
the Liberals and the 
Conservatives. In 2019 
the Liberals lost 27 
seats and the Conserva- 
tives gained 22, making 
it a much closer race. 


This is where the 
promises and lies come 
into play. 


If either party wants 
to lead Canada, they’d 
better quickly tune up 
their efforts, because 
the electorate are ready 
for both of them this 
time. Our votes will be 
cast with the most care 
the Canadian public 
have ever shown and 
demand.

Caledon launches enforcement campaign against illegal land use 


The Town of Caledon 
is cracking down on ille- 
gal land use. 

The municipality an- 
nounced Wednesday 
that it has launched an 
enforcement campaign 
against land being used 
to park commercial ve- 
hicles illegally. 

The cam aign, set up 
to ensure t and own- 
ers comply with zoning 
by-laws and_ existing 
land use policies, aims 
to take a bite out of sites 
being used as hubs for 
illegal trucking termi- 
nals, the Town said ina 
statement. 

Thee offences can im- 
pact the environment, 
decrease property val- 
ues, and inflict noise, 
traffic and pollution on 
their neighbours, as 
well as allow offenders 
to compete unfairly 
against legitimate oper- 
ators. 

“Caledon is blessed 
with some of the richest 
farmland in Ontario,” 
said Mayor’ Allan 


Thompson. “Unfortu- 
nately, that land, espe- 
cially along our 
southern border, is 
under serious threat 
from those who take ad- 
vantage of our proxim- 
ity to the GTA to 
illegally park commer- 
cial vehicles.” 

Among some of the 
initiatives announced 
through the new pro- 
gram, by-law officers 
will set up concrete bar- 
riers at entrances and 
exits of illegal trucking 
rg and_ bring 
charges against pro 
erty Soaichs who Aelib- 
erately allow such 
operations to occur. 

The program was cre- 
ated by by-law officers, 
via a task force set up by 
the Town to combat 
such illegal land uses. 

To date, over 300 
properties have been 
identified as illegally 
using land for such op- 
erations. 

“We will continue to 
utilize all available legal 


remedies to bring illegal 
land uses into full com- 

liance with the Town’s 

y-laws,” said Mark 
Sraga, the Town’s direc- 
tor of building services 
and municipal law en- 
forcement. 

Staff will also engage 
with and educate af- 
fected industry sectors 
(transport, real estate, 
logistics), local busi- 
nesses and_ residents 


with the goal of finding 
solutions to the issue of 


illegal land use. 
The behaviour of such 
owners and their opera- 


tions are harmful for 
many reasons, _ said 
Thompson. 


“The noise, the lights, 
the traffic at all hours, 
not to mention the envi- 
ronmental hazards from 
potentially toxic fill 
used to create tempo- 
rary parking and the oil, 
gas and other fluids 
seeping into the soil.”

When it comes to 
election platforms, 
Justin Trudeau was 
late to the party, re- 
leasing his election 
manifesto two weeks 
after calling an elec- 
tion in pursuit of a 
majority. 

Why did it take so 
long to release it?

Why is a manifesto 
necessary? This is 
nothing new, just old 
promises, a heartfelt, 
workaholic declara- 
tion each day that we 
will accomplish this 
and that. Such a doc- 
ument will only be a 
surprise to anyone 
who closes their eyes 
and votes. 

The same Trudeau 
did not present a 
budget for 2020, and 
Canada was the only 
developed country 
not to do so.

Trudeau promised 
that there would be a 
budget deficit of 
around $20 billion 
over the first three 
years and a surplus 
in the fourth year. 
However, that is 
nowhere near an at- 
tainable goal, with 
deficits planned 
through at least 2025 
and spending up to 
over $100 billion this 
year, as per the re- 
leased budget. 

COVID-19 was a 
great excuse for buy- 
ing votes through the 
distribution of 
money. Trudeau's 
government spent 
more than $1.2 tril- 
lion dollars on fed- 
eral payments and 
supports, _ bringing 
the federal govern- 


ment's total out- 
standing debt to over 
$450 billion. 


Inflation has been

jected money into the 
economy. 

Everywhere you 
look, people are ex- 
periencing _rising 
costs - for living, food 
and other expenses.

Higher __ interest 
rates will mean that 
government debt will 
increase and result in 
a more significant 
proportion of the 
government budget 
going to debt install- 
ments.

The headline “Pol- 
itics, protest and 
peril” ran on 
Toronto Star front 
page Wednesday, 
with a photo of air- 
borne gravel being 
pelted at Prime Min- 
ister Justin Trudeau 
and others, as his 
London campaign 
stop on ended with 
his boarding the bus 
on Sep. 6. 

Police are now in- 
vestigating, not only 
the London assault, 
but also incidents 
reported the same 
day in Calgary, 
where Liberal cam- 
paign volunteers say 
they were spat upon 
and slapped by a 
man as they can- 
vassed a building. 

Just ten days ago, 
a Liberal supporter 
at the Bolton cam- 
paign stop for 
Trudeau described 
the unprecedented 
last-minute cancel- 
lation of Trudeau to 
appear on stage. 

“Tt was like a bolt 
out of the blue!” said 
the attendee. “It felt 
as though the crowd 
was going to rush 
the stage.” 

The “politics of 
disregard” is a 
meme in Canada’s 
2021 federal cam- 
paign, although it 
began long before 
the writ was 
dropped on Aug. 12. 

These days, people 
increasingly feel that 
the government has 
let them down, that 
the system is rigged 
against both them 
and also their suc- 
cess to fulfil their 
hopes and dreams. 

Under COVID 
pandemic _restric- 
tions, Canadians feel 
the pain even more 
depending on where 
they live. 

Local governments 
feel much like regu- 
lar folk do — disre- 
garded and 
thwarted in aspira- 
tions. 

Municipal budgets 
are fixed to nine per 
cent of tax dollars, 
primarily drawn 
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from mill-rated real 
estate taxes, real es- 
tate developer fees 
and local business 
taxes and proceeds. 
Budgets by law must 
be balanced. 

The government 
have looked to most 
is their local govern- 
ment. The munici- 
pality sets the terms 
for housing and live- 
ability, the context 
for business to 
thrive, the push for 
modernization and 
digital inclusion and 
the infrastructure — 
hard, social and 
green — that pro- 
motes our seamless 
connections closer 
to home and pre- 
pares mitigation for 
climate change. 

But, like the resi- 
dents, the means to 
provide what is nec- 
essary falls short of 
what is required. 

For example, Local 
Boards of Health 
have had to bridge 
the gap between fed- 
eral supply, provin- 
cial delivery and 
localized need based 
on COVID-19 expe- 
rience. 

As the federal and 
some provincial gov- 
ernments have in- 
troduced mandated 
vaccination and now 
vaccination certifi- 
cation and _pass- 
ports , 
anti-vaccination and 
anti-mask networks 
have impeded ac- 
cess to hospitals for 
both exhausted 
frontline healthcare 
staff and patients. 

But these networks 
are clearly a minor- 
ity of the population. 

In an online poll of 
1534 people that ran 
from July 30 - Aug. 
1, Leger and the As- 
sociation for Cana- 
dian Studies found 
that 73 per cent of 
Canadians believe 
that governments 
should not lift all re- 
strictions related to 
COVID-19 at the 
moment. 

The poll also regis- 
tered an increase of 
concern that the 


worst of COVID was 
yet to come at 63 per 
cent, up nine points 
from a poll con- 
ducted one month 
earlier. 

As fully-vaccinated 
rates in adults ex- 
ceed 68 per cent of 
the population, and 
1-dose vaccination 
rates exceed 75 per 
cent, the onset of the 
fourth COVID-1i9 
Delta variant 
demonstrates robust 
benefit to reduce ill- 
ness and death. 

Hospitals report 
seven-fold caseload 
in urgent care set- 
tings for unvacci- 
nated versus 
fully-vaccinated 
people. 

Many Canadians 
are desperate for 
change. New = ar- 
rivals to Canada feel 
the same way. 

Housing is scarce 
and unaffordable. 

One could say a 
hallmark disregard 
of our government is 
to not ensure an ad- 
equate, affordable, 
accessible, appropri- 
ate housing. 

Ahead of the pan- 
demic, Canada was 
already short 
250,000 units of 
housing to meet 
population needs. 

Yet, according to 
Canada’s 2021-2023 
Immigration Levels 
Plan, the federal 
government will aim

to welcome 401,000 
immigrants in 2021, 
another 411,000 in 
2022, and 421,000 
in 2023. 

An estimated addi- 
tional 450,000 units 
of housing will need 
to be in place in the 
next 30 months — 
and will not address 
the backlog. 

Economic uncer- 
tainty doesn’t moti- 
vate young adults to 
embrace their fu- 
ture, and it displaces 
older adults who are 
less adept to learn 
digital-based 
processes that are 
now the norm. 

Business owners 
and operators re- 
liant on in-person 
services such as hair 
salons, settlement 
agencies, retailers, 
hospitality, tourism, 
culture, music and 
arts, print shops and 
media were shut- 
tered without re- 
course when Canada 
declared emergency 
orders to manage 


the pandemic in 
Mar. 2020. 
Families,  espe- 


cially led by lone- 
parents, struggle to 
stabilize supports 
for children in child 
care and public edu- 
cation. 

Coded as ‘modern- 
ization”, daily living 
is increasingly an 
on-line, physically- 
distanced and near- 


anonymous experi- 
ence. 

The digital sphere 
is perforating 
human connected- 
ness and empathy, 
as people increas- 
ingly self-select their 
social context, or 
simply fall off the 
proverbial boat. 

A lack of digital in- 
clusion is the ulti- 
mate disregard for 
potential talent. 

The global pan- 
demic has exacer- 
bated the gaps 
between those close 
to power, and those 
much further from 


It. 

Health data maps 
caseload _—_ against 
postal code, which 
overlays with house- 
hold income, immi- 
gration status and 
policing incidents. 

Right now, people 
who are COVID-19 
double-vaxxed (and 
maybe those with a 
booster shot) can 
take international 
flights much more 
seamlessly — than 
those living amongst 
domestic marginal- 
ized _ populations, 
who cannot even 
join a friend for cof- 
fee in an non-profit 
agency drop-in cen- 


tre. 

And finally, the ul- 
timate disregard in 
this election is not to 
make explicit moves 
on  recommenda- 


tions of the Truth 
and Reconciliation 
Commission. 

Since May 27, evi- 
dence was reported 
of at least 1504 re- 
mains of Indigenous 
children lying in un- 
marked graves on 
seven former sites of 
residential schools 
across Canada. 

Across a total of 
139 federally-funded 
residential schools, 
which ran from 
1870’s until 1997, 
the Report of the 
Truth and Reconcil- 
iation Commission 
(lowballs) an esti- 
mated 3,213 undoc- 
umented deaths. 

More sites and 
more remains will 
come to light from 
schools _ operating 
without federal sup- 
port, such as those 
run solely by reli- 
gious orders or 
provincial govern- 
ments. 

Local governments 
are the ones most 
likely to make head- 
way on TRC recom- 
mendations as 
neighbours and In- 
digenous _‘ Treaty 
partners. 

Local governments 
can be the solution 
to Canada’s systemic 
and perpetual meme 
for government to 
disregard its people.

Sikh extremists 
demanding Khalis- 
tani rights. 

Trudeau has 
claimed that his 
indiscretions are 
due to his igno- 
rance and place in 
society. He also 
says that he was 
oblivious of the 
connotations of 
the "blackface" 
scandal as it affects 
visible minorities. 

Trudeau admits 
to hiding these 
events from Lib- 
eral Party mem- 
bers when he was 
being vetted. Many 
of his supporters 
condemned his ac- 
tions, accepted his 
apologies and 
blamed his behav- 
iour on "poor judg- 
ment." 

They see this as 
an opportunity for 
a social discussion 
about racism.

with the other par- 
ties while bringing 
those issues up. 
Trudeau’s sliding 
poll ratings and 
apparent magnet 
for controversy on 
the campaign trail 
aren't helping mat- 
ters, even though 
none of the events 
he faced were jus- 
tified in any way, 
shape or form. 
The way _ it's 
going, there is a 
distinct possibility 
that his minority 
government could 
be removed from 
office, and that a 
better and more 
decent leader, who 


respects all Cana- 
dians and replaces 
him, is elected. 

When we look at 
Canada's history, 
people tend to vote 
for the Liberal 
Prime minister for 
a few terms, then 
they get bored of 
them, whatever 
the reason may be. 

They then vote 
for a Conservative 
Prime Minster 
until the same 
thing occurs, at 
which point, they 
return to Liberal 
and then Conser- 
vative.

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In pandemic times, why not rule until end of term?

Prime Minister, 
Justin Trudeau, 
called a snap elec- 
tion on Aug. 15, in 
the hopes of win- 
ning a majority 
government. 

He bypassed the 
rule of law, which 
is written in the 
Canadian Election 
Acts, by asking for 
an election on 
Sep. 20, 2021. 

In a_ previous 
column, published 
by Peel Weekly 
News on Apr. 15, I 
predicted that 
Justin Trudeau 
was chasing a ma- 
jority government 
— long before any- 
one had such an 
idea. 

In that articlem I 
mentioned that he 
was using the roll- 
out of the COVID- 
19 vaccine’ to 
entice Canadian 
voters that he was 
doing a great job 
in terms of fight- 
ing this deadly 
virus, and hence 
he should be given 
a majority govern- 
ment to advance 
his fight.

business until the 
next vote of confi- 
dence. And he can 
continue such 

rocess until the 
ixed date of the 


Canadian election, 
which was set for 
Oct. 2023. 

So why did he 
call a snap elec- 
tion on his own? 

Most likely, ar- 


rogance and self- 
egotistical 
confidence. 
Perhaps Trudeau 
is banking on his 
legacy being able 
to fool the Cana- 
dian voters one 
more time, based 
on some _ past 
provincial election 
results during the 


pandemic. 
Based on those 
results, he may 


have thought the 
olls were in his 

avour to win a 
majority govern- 
ment. 

During the 
French leaders’ 
debate, his arro- 
gance was dis- 
played. 

Trudeau said if 
he does not win a 
majority - he is as- 
suming he_ will 
win a minority - 
he will call an- 
other snap elec- 
tion in 18 months! 

The main reason 
I believe he wants 
a majority is so 


that he will have 
all the power to do 
what he wants. 

So what is the 
difference be- 
tween him and the 
rest of the non-de- 
mocratic govern- 
ments, such as 
Russia, China, 
North Korea, and 
now, Afghanistan? 

All their leaders 
want to be in 
power for ever 
and Trudeau is no 
different. 

He himself has 
said that he would 
like to be PM fora 
few years longer, 
if not forever. 


If he really be- 
lieves in a demo- 
cratic system, 
then I would say 
he should have 
ran the course of 
his minority gov- 
ernment mandate 
until the fixed 
date of Oct. 2023. 

Then, he would 
let the voters de- 
cide whether they 
want another four 
years of a Trudeau 
government or 
not.

nance, efforts and 
political will. 

They need the 
backing of high 

rofile business 
eaders, monetary 
donors, special in- 
terest groups and 
donations from 
various charity 
groups to succeed. 

At the end of the 
day, every leader 
has an expiry date 
as to how long 
he/she can be 
popular, have 
power, authority 
and dictate their 
mandate. 

When you are 
out of that circle, 
nobody cares, not 
even your party. 

You will not even 
make it to the 
newsstand, unless 
you make a signif- 
icant impact.

They were all 
great and power- 
ful leaders, and 
yet now, they are 
nowhere to be 
found - not even 
in the newspaper!

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School boards received $700M for facility improvements, 
but are kids returning to healthier schools?

Ontario — schools 
have definitely had 
their share of ups 
and downs. From 
student cohorts, to 
online learning, the 
2020/2021 school 
year proved to be a 
roller-coaster of new 
experiences. 

As parents and stu- 
dents adapted to a 
myriad of public 
health measures, in- 
cluding facemasks 
and social distanc- 
ing, school facilities 
were faced with un- 
precedented opera- 
tional challenges. 

From the onset of 
the pandemic, school 
officials and facility 
managers have in- 
herently | become 
pseudo epidemiolo- 
gists, working 
around the clock, 
implementing new 
measures to improve 
indoor air quality. 

The American So- 
ciety of Heating, Re- 
frigerating and 
Air-Conditioning 
Engineers 
(ASHRAE) put to- 
gether an Epidemic 
Taskforce to provide 
guidance on mitigat- 
ing the risk of 
COVID transmission 
within schools. 

This guidance was 
formulated to help 
facility managers 
retrofit and plan for 
the improvement of 
indoor air quality 
and to slow the 
transmission of 
viruses via the HVAC 
systems, noting that 
the underlying effort 
should be to mitigate 
risk of airborne 
pathogen transmis- 
sion through a com- 
bination of 
strategies, including 
increased _ ventila- 
tion, better filtration, 
improved air distri- 
bution, or use of 
other air cleaning or 
treatment technolo- 


gies. 
The federal and 
provincial govern- 


ments quickly re- 
sponded with a 
COVID Resilience 
Infrastructure 
Stream (CVRIS) al- 
lowing the Ministry 
of Education to ad- 
minister $700 mil- 
lion for education 
related projects. 

“We are taking a 
major step forward 
by investing further 
in the safety of our 
schools, including 
action to improve air 
quality and renovate 
schools, so all stu- 
dents remain safe 
through this pan- 
demic.” Said 
Stephen Lecce, Min- 
ister of Education, 
shortly after the 
funding announce- 
ment was made last 
November. 

Fast forward nine 
months later, and 
just ahead of kids re- 
turning to class, we 
decided to investi- 
gate and determine 
what exactly has 
been done and 
whether school 
boards have been 
able to increase air- 
flow in their facili- 
ties. 

Our research led us 
to uncover’ the 
Cleaner Air for 
Schools program, a 
collaborative initia- 
tive launched in 
Mar. 2020 between 
NERVA Energy, Mo- 
hawk College and 
Climate Change 
Leaders. 

At first glance, it 
would appear that 
this program allows 
school boards to sig- 
nificantly increase 
ventilation without 
the need for costly 
mechanical up- 
grades or lengthy 
building disruptions. 

The claim seemed 
a little utopic, so we 


decided to dig 
deeper and deter- 
mine whether the 
hype is, in fact real, 
or just another mar- 
keting ploy to capi- 
talize on the COVID 


economy. 
Upon reviewing 
their public case 


studies, the majority 
of which derive from 
Ontario’s education 
sector, we were 
quickly impressed. 
Reports showed 
average ventilation 
improvements rang- 
ing from 20-45 per 
cent, which our tech- 
nical correspondents 
confirm is quite sig- 
nificant without ac- 


tually upgrading 
mechanical equip- 
ment. 


So what’s the se- 
cret behind these re- 
sults? Perhaps 
special robotics or 
artificial intelligene? 

Unfortunately, the 
response is much 
less exciting; it is ac- 
tually a combination 
of complex engineer- 
ing and an award- 
winning technology 
out of California that 
was recently funded 
by the Bill Gates 
Foundation. 

The process is 
called Aerosolized 
Duct Sealing, and it 
consists of rehabili- 
tating ductwork in- 
frastructure and 
sealing ducts from 
the “inside-out” to 
virtually eliminate 
air duct leakage. 

Considering — that 
the concept of duct 
leakage was com- 
pletely foreign to us 
prior to writing this 
story, we decided to 
reach out to Joshua 
Lewis, a recognized 
energy advisor and 
recipient of the In- 
ternational Energy 
Innovator of the 
Year award. 

“Duct Leakage is 


substantial issue that 
is widely overlooked 
in large facilities. 
ASHRAE estimates 
that most commer- 
cial buildings experi- 
ence 10-25% air duct 
leakage. This re- 
quires HVAC sys- 
tems to work more 
than necessary to 
keep buildings at 
comfortable temper- 
atures.” said Lewis, 
adding that, “a re- 
cent study from the 
Building Commis- 
sioning Association 
quantified duct leak- 
age as a $2.9B prob- 
lem.” 

So where did this 
magical Duct Sealing 
solution come from? 
We sat down with 
Rob Hallewick, Pres- 
ident of NERVA En- 
ergy who provided 
some historical 
background. 

“Aerosolized Duct 
Sealing was devel- 
oped by the 
Lawrence Berkley 
National Institute in 
California. It has 
been around for over 
20 years and has a 
plethora of industry 
awards” said 
Hallewick, noting 
that “The technology 
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was heavily under- 
serviced here in 
Canada until 
NERVA acquired the 
rights to service 
commercial build- 
ings”. 

Mohawk College 
has been a Research 
and Validation part- 
ner to the Cleaner 
Air for Schools pro- 
gram since its incep- 
tion. 

Tony Cupido, Re- 
search Chair, Sus- 
tainable _ Building 
technologies, had 
this to say: “This 
program has been a 
vital resource for 
school boards to ad- 
dress mechanical in- 
efficiencies, and 
underserviced duct- 
work infrastructure 
which can lead to 
suboptimal airflow. 
To date, participat- 
ing schools have 
been able to increase 
airflow by an average 
of 45 per cent,” said 
Cupido, adding that, 
“this results in better 
indoor air quality, 
improved HVAC effi- 
ciency and ongoing 
utility savings, at a 
time when schools 
need it most.” 

There’s no doubt 


parents would like 
their kids back in 
class, but concerns 
over classroom ven- 
tilation and how that 
could affect COVID- 
19 transmission, re- 


mains to be a 
pressing issue. 
With the Delta 


variant of the novel 
coronavirus circulat- 
ing and most stu- 
dents still too young 
to be vaccinated, 
parents are seriously 
considering their 
back to school op- 
tions. 

The good news is, 
facility managers 
continue to work vig- 
orously in their 
quest to provide im- 
proved ventilation 
and healthier teach- 


ing-learning — envi- 
ronments for 
students, teachers, 
and staff. 


Ongoing commu- 
nication and public 
awareness should 
continue to be a vital 
component in our 
back-to-school strat- 
egy.

the likelihood of 
developing type 2 
diabetes. 

Residents that 
have never been 
tested for diabetes 
to start the process 
by assessing their 
risk factors with 
new online re- 
sources. Individu- 
als with one or 
more risk factors, 
or those who are 
experiencing 
symptoms, can 
also one of several 
mobile A1iC (blood 
sugar test) clinics, 
where a_ pre-ap- 


proved requisition 
can be provided 
onsite. 

Dynacare — said 
this week that mo- 
bile A1iC_ clinics 
will be established 
in select locations 
throughout — the 
city to expand the 
reach and _ avail- 
ability for this test- 
ing.

Town pushes on as community complex breaks ground

A planned ex- 
pansion for one of 
Caledon’s longest- 
serving commu- 
nity centres broke 
ground Tuesday 


morning. 
Councillors and 
dignitaries in 


Caledon marked 
the beginning of 
construction for 
the Phase 4 ex- 
pansion of the 
Caledon East 
Community Com- 
plex, which will 
bring upgrades, 
improvements 
and additional fa- 
cilities to the local 
area. 

The new expan- 
sion, funded 
through the 2020 
Town budget, will 
bring much- 
needed infra- 
structure and 
services to the 
local area for all 
residents to enjoy, 
said Mayor Allan 


Thompson, who 
noted that the ex- 
pansion is “a 
once-in-a-genera- 
tion leap forward 
for recreation in- 
frastructure.” 
Among other 
upgrades, the site 
will include acces- 
sibility upgrades; 
a new fitness cen- 
tre, pool and aer- 
obics studio; new 
space for Caledon 


Public Library; 
multi-purpose 
rooms; a dedi- 


cated space for a 
Caledon Sports 
Hall of Fame; and 
increased _park- 
ing. 

The new expan- 
sion will bringing 
an additional 
52,000  square- 
feet to the existing 
106,412 square- 
foot facility, 
building off three 
previous phases 
of expansion that

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I began my limnol- 
ogy career teasing 
out the secrets of 
stream life as a grad 
student at Concordia 
University, Quebec. 
My master’s re- 
search focused on 
several rural and 
urban streams in the 
Eastern Townships, 
not far from where I 
grew up. 

Later, as a limnolo- 
gist for various envi- 
ronmental 
consulting compa- 
nies in British Co- 
lumbia, I used 
stream macro-ben- 
thos communities as 
indicators of envi- 
ronmental impact 
from industrial dis- 
charges, agriculture 
and municipal de- 
velopment. Macro- 
benthos are 
bottom-dwelling life 
you can see with the 
naked eye. 

Theyre mostly 
made up of aquatic 
worms and juvenile 
stages of insect 
species (benthic in- 
vertebrates). Many 
of these insects 
spend most of their 
lives voraciously 
feeding in the water 
stage (several 
months to several 
years), before they 
emerge as adults to 
live briefly (some 
from days to weeks) 
to mate and create 
new life. 

Adults don’t feed; 
in fact, they don’t 
have usable mouth- 
parts. The Dolania 
americana adult fe- 
male mayfly lives a 
brief five minutes. 

Similarly, the 
Gripopterygidae 
stonefly larva, which 
clings to the under- 
side of rocks and de- 
bris in fast flowing 
water, takes from 
one to three years to 
mature but once 
emerged may last 
from _ one-to-four 
weeks. 

Stream ecologists 
identify benthic in- 
vertebrates by their 
form, but they also 
recognize them by 
how they feed: 
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Shredders use scis- 
sor-like mouths to 
cut and shred apart 


coarse particulate 
matter. These in- 
clude amphipods, 


mh a stoneflies, 
midges, and some 
caddisflies. 

Collector—gather- 
ers (e.g., worms, ne- 
matodes, 
crustaceans, and 
gastropods) use their 
broom-like mouths 
to sweep in fine and 
ultra-fine organic 
matter. 


Grazers or scrap- 
ers, such as beetles, 
mayflies, and stone- 
flies, feed on at- 
tached algae and 
biofilms. Their 
mouths chisel 
against periphyton 
(attached algae) on 
rocks, woody debris 
and aquatic plants. 

Filtering collectors, 
such as blackfly lar- 
vae, collect  sus- 
pended fine and 
ultra-fine organic 
matter, which can 
include phytoplank- 
ton (floating algae) 
in their finely spun 
nets. 

The caddisfly larva 
Arctopsychegrandis, 
for instance, builds a 
rough house made 
from twigs, leaf frag- 
ments, and small 
pebbles and spins 
silk nets across its

threshold to capture 
organic matter sus- 
pended in_ the 
stream. 

Predatory benthic 
invertebrates, such 
as damselflies and 
dragonflies, have 
piercing mouthparts 
that act like a straw, 
allowing them to 
suck the nutrients 
from their prey with- 
out having to chew 
or shred it. 

Since 1909, when 
Kolkwitz and Mars- 
son demonstrated 


that benthic inverte- 
brates showed spe- 
cific tolerances to 
organic enrichment 
and other sources of 

ollution, scientists 

ave used _ these 
communities to 
study impacts to 
stream health from 
chemical pollution, 
flow disruption and 
habitat destruction. 
The EPT Richness 
Index was devel- 
oped, based on the 
EPT groups _ being 
generally pollution- 


intolerant. EPT 
stands for 
Ephemoroptera 
(mayflies), Ple- 


coptera (stoneflies) 
and Tricoptera (cad- 
disflies) and _ the 
index corresponds to 
their percentage in 
the stream.

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Exploring the Secrets of the Credit River

pear in areas of poor 
water quality, or- 
ganic enrichment, 
low oxygen, and high 
metal levels. 

I recently tested 
this in several ad hoc 
field trips I made 
with my naturalist 
friend Merridy Cox 
along the Credit 
River in Ontario. 

We started our ex- 
plorations with the 
lower Credit River 
watershed, within 
the urban setting of 
Mississauga, On- 


tario, where we sam- 

led the river and a 

ew small tributaries 
in Riverwood Park, a 
few kilometres from 
where the river emp- 
ties into Lake On- 
tario. 

Originally named 
“trusting creek” 
(Missinnihe) by the 
Mississauga _ First 
Nation people, the 
salmon-bearing 
Credit River drains 
some 860 square- 
kilometres of On- 
tario and flows 90 
kilometres from its 
source at Or- 
angeville, over the 
Niagara Escarp- 
ment, through sev- 
eral suburbs, and 
into Lake Ontario at 
Port Credit. 

Great efforts have 
been made to restore 
and maintain the 


—o- 


health of the Credit 
River and its water- 
shed, mostly 
through the work of 
the Credit Valley 
Conservation Au- 
thority, together 
with the provincial 
and various munici- 
pal governments. 

While the water 
quality of the lower 
river is considered 
generally fair to 
poor, the river is par- 
tially saved by its 
gradient and turbu- 
lent flow. 


76 
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The length of the 
Credit River, up to 
very close to its 
mouth, rushes with 
the sound of a great 
storm. It tumbles 
and gurgles over 
rocks, capturing oxy- 
gen from the air; it 
scours gravel beds 
and cuts swirling ed- 
dies and creates un- 
dercut banks for 
foraging fish. 

The habitat is com- 
plex and life thrives 
here. Green algae 
cling to smooth 
boulders as water 
shears over them 
into pools of bub- 
bling water. Water 
striders skate on the 
water surface in 
calmer backwaters. 

A cursory sam- 
pling of rocks in the 
river revealed a di- 
versity of macro- 


benthic organisms. I 
spotted several 
species of mayfly, in- 
cluding rock-cling- 
ing Heptagenids 
(flat-headed 
mayflies) and the 
stone-building cad- 
disfly Glossoma, all 
indicators of well- 
oxygenated turbu- 
lent flowing waters. 
About 500 m from 
where we had sam- 
pled in the Credit 
River, we investi- 
gated a small tribu- 
tary in the forest that 
led into the river. 
The creek obvi- 
ously drained storm 
water runoff from 
the streets above; 
and, while the water 
was clear and con- 
tained riffles with a 
good flow, I found 
no macro-benthos 
on the rocks. Only 


blue-green _ algae 
populated the 
shoals. 


This was not sur- 
prising, given that 
storm water and 
street runoff gener- 
ally contain contam- 
inants (e.g., 
chlorides, heavy 
metals, organics, 
and oxygen-depriv- 
ing materials) that 
susceptible _organ- 
isms can’t tolerate. 

What struck me 
was the deceptive 
nature of this con- 
tamination. Most of 
us, when we think of 
polluted water, envi- 
sion a turbid stag- 
nating watercourse 
with visible garbage, 
bubbling with toxic 
algae. 

The pollution in 
this tributary was in- 
visible; so was the 
life. It reminded me 
that the face of pol- 
lution varies and 
ranges from the ob- 
vious—as with most 
organic enrich- 
ment—to the insidi- 
ously subtle—as with 
heavy metal contam- 
ination or acid rain. 

Water holds many 
secrets; some good, 
some not so good. 

Water is an intro- 
vert.
